Returns Must be Filed on or Before 


March 1, 1912. 


Blanks on which all corporations 


are requested to make returns for the 
current calendar year have been mail- 
ed by CollectoV of Internal Revenue, 
H. L. Hershey, to the last known ad- 
dress. 
Should any corporation have 


failed to receive the blanks they shall 
at once notify Collector Hersb.ey, and | 
other blanks will be promptly sent. 
The fact that no blanks were received 
will not be accepted as an excuse for 
not making a return within the per- 
iod described by law—on or before 
March 1, 1912. 


Last year 23,000 corporations fail- 


ed to file their returns in t'ime, and 
thereby became liable to the penalty 
of from $1,000 to $10,000. Those 
who could show that no criminal in- 
tent, or wilful desire to evade the 
law, 
was present, were allowed to 


compromise their violation of the 
law in varying amounts. 


Collector Hershey earnestly desires 


that as far as possible the returns 
should be made during the month of 
January, and that not one should be 
later than March 1, as neither he, nor 
the Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue, enjoys enforcing the penal pro- 
visions of the law. 


In cases where the officers of a cor- 


poration are seriously ill, or away 
from home, the Collector is author- 
ized to grant an extension of time, 
in which to make the return, of not 
over thirty days from March 1. This 
extension caii only be granted upon 
request made before March 1, and 
for reasons which, shall appear satis- 
factory to tie Collector. 
The re- 


quest must be in writing. 


All corporations organized for pro- 


fit, and having a capital stock repre- 
sented by shares, and all Insurance 
Companies are required to ma&e this 
return as a basis for the assessment 
of the tax of one per cent, of the Net 
Income over and above $5,000, ex- 
empt under the law. The return 
must be made regardless of the 
amount of the profits, or even though 
it shows a loss.

State Zoologist Surface frequently 


eceives at his office in Harrisburg 
nquiries asking what to do for moles 
hat gnaw trees. He is obliged to 
orrect a popular opinion by such in- 
ormation as the following, which is 


copy of a letter sent by Dr. Sur- 


ace to a Pennsylvania fruit grower 
who wrote him on this subject: 


"The animals destroying your trees 


re not ground moles but voles or 
hort-tailed 
meadow 
mice. 
The 


round mole does not injure the 
rees, but is beneficial by devouring 
nsects. It does not feed on top of 
he groundr 


"The vole or the short-tailed mea- 


ow mouse makes depressed runways 
eneath vegetation, but on top the 
round, and runs around in them rap- 
dly. It feeds upon all kinds of vege- 
atipri, and when the snow is (on the 
round is quite liable to, gnaw young 
rees, even eating down'intb'the barkr 
f the roots as far as possible. 


"The best thing ffo do to prevent 


amage by them is to rake the grass 
nd other vegetation away from the 
runks of the trees for a radius of 
wo or three feet, and bank the trees 
vith a mount of earth one-half foot 
igh. The mice will not come on top 
f the snow to feed, and as long as 
he snow is not deep they will not 
limb these mounds to gnaw the bark. 


'Where the trees are not mounded 


t is possible to protect them from 
he mice by tramping down the snow 
ach time it falls, as they do not feed 
n top of the packed snow. 
Where 


b.ey are so numerous as to starve, if 
hey do not gnaw the trees before the ] 
now falls, as may sometimes be the 
ase, they should be killed by poison. 


"A poison bran mash may be used 


Itrychnme, or arsenic, or any of the 
rsenical compounds can be placed in 
he run-ways, and will be eaten. Poi- 
oned articles can be put under grass, 
traw or other vegetation, and will 
not then be found and eaten by fowls, 
t is also a good plan to keep cats 
round the premises to reduce these 
iests, and protect the hawks and 
wls. Spraying the trunk ol the tree 
vith thick lime-sulphur solution con- 
aining some sediment, and applying 
his about once each month or two 
will do a great deal toward protecting 
he trees from mice and rabbits.

James Martin 


The death, on December 26, 1911, 


of James Martin, Superintendent of 
the Southeastern Division of The 
Pullman Company, at his residence, 
6351 Overbrook Avenue, Overbrook, 
Pa., was announced with regret last 
week. His death followed an attack 
of paralysis, with which he was seized 
about 8:30 a. m., December 16, 1911, 
just as he was preparing to leave his 
liome for his office in the Franklin 
Sank Building, Philadelphia. 
Mr. Martin was born in Bedford, 
Pa., June 7, 1846; he was the son of 
John and Mary Martin (nee McCaus- 
land). His ancestors were engaged 
in the three Colonial Wars as well as 
an the Revolutionary War. 


He attended the Bedford Academy, 
from which he graduated at 16; 
taught school to secure funds to cover 
Ids tuition at a college in Pittsburg; 
while thus engaged b.e evinced many 
of the traits which, later in his life, 
developed that executive ability for 
which he was justly noted throughout 
the railroad world. 


Completing his educatioiuat Pitts- 
burg he entered the service of a large 
grain nouse in Louisville as book- 
keeper; he left this firm to accept 
service with The Pullman Southern 
Car Company as a cashier 4n the same 
=city. He displayed peculiar aptitude 
lor this class of work, which was 
•early recognized by his superior offi- 
•cers, as he advanced through the sev- 
eral grades, finally becoming Chief 
Clerk to the General Superintendent 
of the company; this was followed by 
Ills appointment as Assistant to the 
General 
Superintendent and then 
General Superintendent. 
^_ 
At this time the two sleeping car 
companies in this country were merg- 
ed into one, The Pullman's Palace 
Car Company. As a result of the 
reorganization, Mr. Martin was as- 
signed to look after the new corpora- 
tion's affairs at Cincinnati, where he 
remained" three years, when he was 
appointed Division Superintendent of 
-the Company at Philadelphia, which 
position he occupied until his death. 
The importance of the duties of 
Mr. Martin's office as Superintendent 
ter when his territory" is considered 
and the number of -railroad, officers 
•with whom he conducted affairs for 
The Pullman Company. - Roughly 
stated his territory lay east of the 
Mississippi River and south of the 
Hew York State line, embracing the 
more important railroads of the coun- 
try. 
So well were his duties as 
Superintendent performed, and in 
such esteem was he held by railroad 
officials, that the company offered 
several times to advance him still 
further, but he liked Philadelphia so 
well he declined these offers. 
Mr. Martin's loss is keenly felt by 
the 
company, his associates, the 


members of his office force and by all 
the car service men, all of whom 
lield hope until the last, that his life 
might be spared 
He was considered 
more as a friend and father than an 
official, and will long be remembered 
for his many acts of kindness, cour- 
tesy and gentleness. 


Mr. Martin married, November 7, 


1SSS, 
Miss Lulu Hays of Louisville, 
daughter of Ma]. Thomas H. Hays, 
vrho at the time was Second Vice 
President of The Pullman Southern 
Car Company. Two children in addi- 
tion to Mrs. Martin survive him, 
Dorothy Helm Martin and James 
Prescott Martin, also a sister, Mrs. 
Mary Cook, of Cincinnati, O. 


Mr. Martin was a member of the 


Union League of Philadelphia, The 
General Society of Colonial Wars, 
Sons of American Revolution, also of 
the Sons of The Revolution, and a 
member of the Pennsylvania Histori- 
cal Society. While in Louisville he 
Avas a member of Governor Black- 
Imrn's Staff 
His funeral was held at 2 p m., 
Saturday, December 30, and was 
largely attended, many lovely floral

Notice in the opening verses that 


Luke says to Ms friend that he Is 
about to set forth a declaration of 
things most surely believed, that he 
might know the certainty -of those 
things. May all who study these les- 
sons be most surely believers, knowing 
the certainty of all things written in 
the whole Bible. 


It seems to me that Luke must have 


had in mind the words of Prov. xxii, 
21, "That I might make thee know 
the certainty of the words of truth, 
that thou mightest answer the words 
of truth to them that send unto thee." 
Thank God for a book of certainties 
concerning things beyond the \visdom 
of men and concerning Him of whom 
the whole book tells, the Creator, Re- 
deemer, Judge, the Head of the church, 
the Messiah of Israel, the King of 
kings and Lord of lords. 
Matthew 


writes of Him as King of the .TCWS, 
Mark tells of the perfect servant, 
Luke describes Him as man, the Son 
of Man, and John sees Him as the 
Son of God, reminding us of the four 
faces of the cherubim, the lion, the ox, 
the man, the eagle. He was foretold 
as the coming one from Gen. Ill, 15, 
onward, and He often appeared as a 
man before He came "as the Son-of 
Mary. But He was the" Creator of all 
things and yet set apart-^as the Re- 
deemer before the world was' (John. 
1, 1-3; Col. i, 16/17; 1-Pet £ 20). The 
Holy Spirit who -wrote- the, whole of 
this Cook foretold, both by Isaiah and 
Malachi that a certain one would pre- 
cede Him and herald His coming" and 
prepare the way before Him (Isa. zl, 
3, 4; Mai. ill, 1). The angel Gabriel 
confirms this 1n verse 17 of "our lesson. 


Herod .reminds us 'of the great ad- 


versary, ~tne devil, to whom, he be- 
longed and whom he served so well, 
but God works out His -purposes In 
spite of all adversaries ~_.and makes 
even the wrath of man to praise Him 
(Pa. Ixsrvl, 10). Herod belonged to the 
line of Cain, which will be consum- 
mated in the coming antichrist, or 
wicked one, or beast of Dan xi, 36, 45; 
II Thess. II, 8, 9; Rev. xlx, 19, 20. 


Zacharias and Elizabeth are in the 


line of Abel and belong to Him who 
shall yet overcome, the Lamb, who is 
also the Lord of the whole earth. How 
beautiful 
the testimony 
concerning 


them In verse 6, "They were both 
righteous before God, walking In all 
the commandments and ordinances of 
the Lord, blameless." Their standing 
before God was correct, for they could 
say, "In the Lord have I righteousness 
and strength," and they relied upon 
the blood which maketh atonement for 
the soul (Isa. xlv, 24; Lev. xvii, 11). 
They lived according to Mic. vl, 8, 
doing justly, loving mercy and walk- 
Ing humbly with God. Yet in their life 
story there were a loneliness and a 
long unanswered prayer (verses 7, 13). 
The prayer had been heard from its 
first utterance, but God's time had not 
come. Let us never doubt that He 
hears us.^but let us be gladly patient 
as we wait for Him (Ps. xxxvii, 7). In 
their case it seemed a hopeless mat- 
ter, 
somewhat like Abraham and 


Sarah, but the latter had assurance

THE OIL IN A NUTMEG. 


If » Pin Prick Doesn't Draw It Then 


_You've Got a Wooden Article. 


The pure food expert at a "pure food 


show In New York took up a nutmeg. 


"Watch me Jab this pin into the nut- 


meg here and there," he said- 
'JDo 


you see how from each pin prick a 
little oil exudes? /Well, that Is a pr.go.1 
that the- nutmeg Is good. When a pin 
prick draws no oil from It it Is a wood- 
en nutmeg, nothing more. 


"The nutmeg, tree ot Asia ,1s seventy 


feet high. The "fruit is Me a pekk 
The flesh" of the fruit Is like candled 
citron, and Its seeds, our nutmeg prop- 
er, are enveloped in a yellow rind that 
Is our mace. 


"Nutmegs are dried for two months 


in a moderate heat. They are then 
sorted, and the small and broken ones 
are thrown Into the press for the pur- 
pose of extracting their oil, the essen- 
tial oil of nutmeg being a very costly 
article of commerce. 


"The big, fine, choice nutmegs, if 


they are now put on the market, are 
all right; but, the oil being so costly/ 
there Is a way of extracting it without 
the use of the press. The fine, choice 
nutmeg Is steeped in hot water and 
afterward coated with lame. 
Then, 


though all its oil and nearly all Its 
flavor have departed, it looks O. K. 


"It looks O. K., but it Is a worth- 


less 'wooden nutmeg,' and if you grate 
it over anything you get no flavor, 
while If you stick a pin in It no oil 
exudes."—Etchange. 


Sand Dunes In Gascony. 


One of the most Interesting and re- 


markable of the many regions for the 
observation of sand dunes lies between 
Bordeaux and Bayonne, in Gascony. 
The sea here throws every year upon 
the beach, along a line of 100 miles In 
length, some 5,000,000 cubic yards of 
sand 
The prevailing westerly winds 


continue picking up the surface par- 
ticles from the westward slope, whirl 
them over to the inward slope, where 
they are again deposited, and the entire 
ridge by tbls means alone moves grad- 
ually inward. In the course of years 
there has thiis been formed a complex 
system of dunes, all approximately 
parallel with the coast and with one 
another .ind of all altitudes up to 250 
feet 
These aie marching; steadily in- 


ward at n rate of from three to six 
feet a year, whole villages having 
sometimes been toi n doiMi to prevent 
burial and rebuilt ar a distance

John H. Filler was born at Bed- 


ford July 19, 1829. His early educa- 
tion was. acquired in the local' acade- 
mies and he engaged in school teach- 
ing at .a very early'age. During the 
Fugitive Slave Law period, previous 
to the breaking out of the War of the 
Rebellion, he was a pronounced Abo- 
litionist and assisted m'any a runaway 
slave to freedom by the underground 
railway route. 
At the age of 23 he 


published the Fulton County Repub- 
lican at McConnellsburg for a year, 
and 'then, returning to his native 
town, published a weekly newspaper 
during the years 1853 and 1854. At 
the expiration of this apprenticeship 
he again taught school until the 
breaking out of the Civil War. 


The day after the bombardment of 
Fort Sumter he raised a company of 
three montns' volunteers in Bedford 
and entered the Union service. 
After 


being mustered out of the-three 
months' service he assisted in recruit- 
ing the Fifty-fifth Regiment of Penn- 
sylvania Volunteers, and was muster- 
ed in with the regiment as Major in 
December, 1861. He was in the bat- 
tle of Pocotallijo Bridge, South Caro- 


was an acknowledged authority, and 
his editorial denunciations of high 
tariff robbery, as he termed it, were 
logical and caustic. 


Colonel Filler, in addition to 
a brave soldier and an editorial wri- 
ter. of national reputation, ." was an. 
orator of more than ordinary ability. 
He was called to Bedford to deliver 
the oration at "the. dedication of the 
soldiers' monument on the public 
square in 1889, and again .was asked 
to deliver the principal oration at- 
Bedford's Old Home Week Celebra- 
tion in 1907.
